1. Approval of minutes of meetings of September 27, 1991 and October 21, 1991 


MOTION: (Szilasi, Sanderson) "that the minutes of the meetings of September 27, 1991 and 
October 21, 1991 be approved."

2. Chair’s Remarks 


Dean Parker updated Council on the progress of the degree nomenclature proposal. This item 
has yet to be approved by University Senate. The proposal to establish a School of Graduate 
Studies has been approved by Senate. The School will be established effective June 1, 1992. 


3. Appointment to Board of Graduate Studies 


D. Dorrance was appointed to the Board of Graduate Studies until May 31, 1992. 


4. Library Acquisitions Budget: 1991-92 and 1992-93 


H. Ladd, Chair of the University Library Committee, and R. Wrightson, Head of Acquisitions, 
University Library, addressed Council on the library acquisitions budget. 


Between 1990-91 and 1991-92, the university’s library acquisitions budget has decreased by 
$625,000. Further decreases are also projected for 1992-93. The reason for the substantial 
decrease relates to a $1 million capital grant, received in 1988-89, that has now been exhausted. 
Additionally, the formula used to calculate library acquisitions has not been adjusted to include 
the impact of inflation. 


Given that the 1992-93 budget process is presently under way, Council discussed the most 
appropriate way to demonstrate support for the library’s needs. J. Locke suggested that Council 
Steering Committee draft a motion of support. R. Parker agreed to this suggestion, but also 
indicated that the proposed motion would be sent to all Council members for approval before 
being forwarded to Senate. 


The following motions were proposed and carried: 
QOTION: 
"that if any new and/or development funds become available, the 1991-92 library 
acquisitions budget be increased, and that the 1992-93 library acquisitions budget 


also be maintained at this increased level of funding." 


CARRIED 


MOTION: 


"that a new funding formula for library acquisitions be implemented for the 1993- 
94 budget year." 


ARRIED 


5. Reaction to Strategic Space Planning Document 


Dr. J.C. Giguére, Vice-Rector, Services and Dr. C. MacKenzie, Associate Vice-Rector, 
Services were present to discuss the Strategic Space Planning document that had been forwarded 
to Council for reaction. It was agreed that the discussion would focus on three subjects: the 
principles that guide strategic planning, the government context, and finally the scenarios 
outlined in the document. 


After a lengthy discussion of the principles, the following motion was proposed: 
MOTION: (Jackson, Austin) 
“that Fine Arts Faculty Council endorse the principles to guide strategic space 
planning, as outlined in the Final Report of the Strategic Space Planning 
Committee, dated July 8, 1991." 


ARRIED 


During Phase I of the proposed space plan, i.e. the 2 to 3 year period until 1993, the university 
will relinquish much of its rental space downtown and re-locate various units into owned space 
(due to the opening of the new library building and the recent acquisition of the Loyola high 


school building). During Phase II, the university’s space requirements will be brought up to 
government norms. 


All three scenarios in the document provide for the re-location of the Performing Arts into more 
appropriate space on the Loyola campus. In the case of Contemporary Dance and Theatre, 
appropriate space may be interpreted to mean owned space on the main campus. No changes 
are proposed for the Visual Arts. 


The present situation, in which the Visual Arts are located in 4 separate buildings, was discussed 
in relation to Principle E, point 1, which states: "Wherever feasible, departmental facilities 
should be situated on the same campus and in the same building." Dr. MacKenzie indicated that 
if there were to be a Phase III in the strategic space plan, consideration would be given to 
consolidating the Visual Arts in one building. 


While the advantages and disadvantages of each scenario were discussed at length, Council did 
not indicate a preference for one scenario over another. 


6. Adjournment 
MOTION: (Tweedie, Garfin) "that Council be adjourned.”
